W ashington, M arch 27 (A3)—A 
flood of alien control bills is oc­ 
cu p y ing the attention of congres­ 
sional committees. 
Sp onsors of the measu res, some 
of which are designed to cu rb 
the activ ities of aliens’ organiza­ 
tions in this cou ntry , already 
hav e chalked u p one v ictory . 
W hen the hou se p assed a bill 
ast week p rov iding for dep orta­ 
tion 
of aliens who 
adv ocate 
changes in the form of the Amer- 
can gov ernment, there was no 
debate and the v ote was u nani­ 
mou s. 
Althou gh the senate has not 
y et considered the measu re, its 
committees hav e been working 
on sev eral others dealing with 
the alien q u estion. 
Chairm an 
Shep ard 
(D-Tex ) 
ap p ointed Senators Ny e (R-ND), 
flatch (D-NM) and Clark (D- 
Mo) as a su bcommittee to con­ 
sider two su ch measu res. The 
hills, introdu ced by Ny e and 
Katch, wou ld p rev ent foreign- 
insp ired 
organizations 
from 
wearing m ilitary u niforms or p a­ 
rading. 
Ny e said his bill was aimed a t 
Nazi bu nds and similar organi­ 
zations, adding: 
“One of the worst influ ences 
that can befall America is tha t 
which finds any u se or following 
for a foreign flag or m ilitary u ni­ 
form.” 
The North Dakotan said he 
thou ght his bill wou ld not in­ 
fringe u p on the constitu tional 
right of free sp eech or free as­ 
sembly . 
Chairm an Herring (D-Iowa), 
said a senate immigration su b- 
commitee wou ld rep ort in a few 
day s on a half dozen bills affect­ 
ing aliens, introdu ced by Senator 
Rey nolds (D-NC). 
One of the measu res wou ld di­ 
rect the secretary of labor to de­ 
p ort any alien whose p resence 
she m ight find to be “inimical to 
the 
p u blic 
interest.” 
Another 
wou ld op en the way to dep orting 
all aliens who su bsist on relief 
for more than a sp ecified length 
of time. 
A third wou ld req u ire finger­ 
p rinting and registration of all 
aliens and wou ld tighten 
en­ 
trance req u irements. Still an­ 
other wou ld su sp end all immi­ 
gration for IO y ears, or u ntil u n­ 
emp loy ment rolls fall to 3,000,000 
One bill wou ld redu ce im m igra­ 
tion q u otas 9 0 p er cent. 
Congress already has taken one 
step to cu t aliens’ relief p ay ­ 
m ents by ordering them remov ed 
from WPA relief rolls.

v elop ments, strikes and p ickets, 
as well as world affairs and for­ 
eign p rojects all serv e as su bject 
m aterial for the y ou ng artists. 
Some of the finger p ainting p res­ 
entations of the y ou ng children 
tu rn to abstractions-which oft­ 
en giv e p sy chologists and p sy ­ 
chiatrists rev ealing insight into 
the child’s inner p roblems which 
hav e not been ex p ressed in any 
other way .

In Walker Township 


A p etition req u esting constru c­ 
tion of an additional bu ilding at 
the Manilla school hou se was 
p resented 
Monday 
to Walker 
township officials by tax p ay ers 
seeking su ch imp rov ements. 
The p etition av ers tha t it is 
indisp ensably necessary tha t a 
new bu ilding be constru cted on 
the real estate of W alker school 
township , u p on which the town­ 
ship high school is now situ ated, 
in which stu dents may be in­ 
stru cted in agricu ltu re, home ec­ 
onomics and p hy sical and p rac­ 
tical m ental cu ltu re. 
It is also stated tha t a new 
bu ilding is needed for other 
school p u rp oses and in which 
school and township entertain­ 
m ents can be held. The stru ctu re 
wou ld also be u sed as a commu n­ 
ity bu ilding, according to the p e­ 
tition. 
Petitioners also req u est tha t 
the new bu ilding be eq u ip p ed 
with a p rop er p lu mbing sy stem, 
an adeq u ate heating p lant to 
heat the new annex and the 
p resent high school 
bu ilding, 
and p rop er eq u ip ment for teach­ 
ing and training stu dents of the 
township . 
For the p u rp ose of p rov iding 
fu nds w ith which to erect and 
eq u ip the p rop osed bu ilding, it is 
su ggested tha t bonds of W alker 
township , not ex ceeding $45,000, 
be issu ed and sold. 
It is also adv ised by the p eti­ 
tioners that, if p ossible, a PWA 
or WPA grant be obtained. 
Constru ction of the p rop osed 
addition a t the M anilla school 
hou se wou ld likely p rov ide home 
for the basketball team s of tha t 
school. For the p ast few y ears, 
the gy mless M anilla netters hav e 
u sed the Memorial gy mnasiu m in 
Ru shv ille for their home games. 
Walker township officials are 
Dr. H. Ross Brown, trustee, and 
Ray mond Miller, Russell J ohnson 
and Waldo Brown, members of 
the adv isory board. 
A petition seeking erection of a 
new gy mnasium in Arlington was 
presented sev eral weeks ago by 
tax pay ers to Posey township of­ 
ficials.

33 m inu tes ou t of Baltimore on 
a transatlantic flight ov er the 
rou te followed by the old Amer­ 
ican sailing clip p ers. 
Pan-Am erican Airway s, which 
will inau gu rate regu lar p assen­ 
ger serv ice to Eu rop e later in the 
su mmer, annou nced the clip p er’s 
arriv al in a brief bu lletin from 
the ship . The time was slightly 
u nder the 18 hou rs estim ated for 
the first leg of the flight. 
At 5 a. rn., CST, the clip p er re­ 
p orted it was 2,540 miles ou t 
from Baltimore and 340 miles 
from Horta. At tha t time it was 
cru ising at 154 miles p er hou r at 
2,000 feet altitu de. 
Carry ing 
21 
crewmen 
and 
technicians — the largest nu m ­ 
ber ev er to fly the Atlantic in a 
heav ier-than-air m achine — and 
enou gh gasoline for 5,000 miles, 
the clip p er took off y esterday a t 
1:34 p . rn., CST. 
Pan-Am erican officials called 
it a rou tine flight, to su rv ey fa­ 
cilities a t Horta, Lisbon, Portu ­ 
gal; Marseilles, France; Sou th­ 
am p ton, England, and Fornes, 
Ireland. The boat was du e to 
leav e Horta Wednesday for Lis­ 
bon. 
The same p orts will be 
tou ched on the retu rn flight, the 
rou nd-trip req u iring two weeks.

Apparent Split Between City 
and Rural Congressmen 
May Tie Up Ac­ 
tion.

W ashington, M arch 27 
(ZP)— 
Congressional action on farm 
and relief ap p rop riations was 
comp licated today by an ap p ar­ 
ent sp lit in the hastily -form ed 
alliance of ru ral and 
u rban 
hou se members adv ocating addi­ 
tional fu nds. 
Chairm an Sabath (D-Ill) of 
the hou se ru les committee a n­ 
nou nced his op p osition to in­ 
clu ding 
$250,000,000 
for 
farm 
p arity p ay m ents in the $1,06 7 ,- 
000,000 agricu ltu re dep artm ent 
bill. 
Sabath p rev iou sly was one of 
sev eral city congressmen 
who 
had indicated willingness to su p ­ 
p ort the $250,000,000 item —not 
recommended by the President— 
if farm members wou ld v ote for 
the $150,000,000 emergency WPA 
fu nd sou ght by u rban rep resent­ 
ativ es and the adm inistration. 
“The p arity p ay m ents seem to 
me an u nnecessary ex p enditu re 
of a q u arter billion dollars,” Sa­ 
bath said today . “T hat’s no p ea­ 
nu ts. Some of these boy s hav e 
been sq u ealing for economy on 
relief. I w ant to see how sincere 
they are.” 
Op p onents of the p arity fu nd 
ex p ressed hop e tha t a sizable 
p ortion of the farm -city grou p 
wou ld follow Sabath’s ex amp le, 
bu t sp onsors rem ained confident 
tha t the hou se wou ld ap p rov e 
the money . 
(The p arity p ay m ents are in­ 
tended to p lace farm income on 
a p ar with the p rices of articles 
which farm ers bu y . They wou ld 
be in addition to $500,000,000 for 
regu lar benefits u nder the ad­ 
m inistration’s agricu ltu ral p ro­ 
gram.) 
Economy adv ocates in the sen­ 
ate were p essimistic abou t the 
chances of holding down either 
the farm or the relief ap p rop ria­ 
tion. W ell-informed sou rces said 
Vice 
President 
G am er 
had 
drop p ed his dem and tha t farm 
p ay m ents be cu rbed. 
Adm inistration 
leaders 
had 
lop ed to clear the record-break­ 
ing agricu ltu re ap p rop riation bill 
brou gh the hou se Satu rday , bu t 
m ajority rebelled after fiv e 
(Tu rn to Pa g e S ix)

The recreation room, 
which is to be fu rnished w ith ta ­ 
bles and chairs, will also be u sed 
as a dining hall when the occa­ 
sion Remands. 
The regu lar lodge hall will be 
in the m ain p art of the new sec­ 
ond floor and the tiler’s room 
and p rep aration room will also 
be located u p stairs. 
It is p lanned to eq u ip the en­ 
tire bu ilding with m odem fu rn­ 
ishings, in which the Order of 
Eastern S tar will assist. 
Dedicatory serv ices will be held 
after the bu ilding is comp leted 
and it is also p lanned to hold 
rites for the lay ing of the corner­ 
stone late nex t m onth.

Many sm all business men had 
been uncertain, he said, a s to 
whether they were subject to the 
tax es, and others had failed to 
keep records required by 
the

plaints tha t the treasury had im­ 
posed tax penalties in these cas­ 
es which often amounted 
to 
driv ing a man out of business,” 
By rnes said he would seek some 
arrangement to refund the pen­ 
alties. 
He also suggested tha t small 
businesses employ ing occasional 
workers m ight be ex empted from 
the unemploy ment lev ies. 
A suggestion for reducing ta x ­ 
es on large incomes came from 
Senator George (D-G a). These 
lev ies now range up to 7 5 per 
cent on incomes ov er $5,000,000 
and George said they tended to 
retard capital inv estm ent.

Washington, March 27 (jP)— 
Democrats watching the con­ 
gressional maneu v ers for party 
harmony say that an increasing­ 
ly prominent role of peacemaker 
is being pu shed u pon Rep. Sam 
Ray bu rn of Tex as, their hou se 
leader. 
Ray bu rn has been a stau nch 
su pporter of President Roose­ 
v elt’s policies throu ghou t his ad­ 
ministration. Yet he is a man 
who from long and close ex per­ 
ience speaks the same langu age 
as does Vice President Garner. 
Althou gh 
some 
politicians 
make mu ch of specific differenc­ 
es of opinion between the Presi­ 
dent and the Vice President, 
Ray bu rn say s the two men are 
not so far apart. 
Ray bu rn’s name is attached to 
the Secu rities Act, the Stock Ex ­ 
change Act and the Utilities 
Holding Company Act, three of 
the most controv ersial pieces of 
legislation 
the 
administration 
has pu t throu gh. 
They were enacted before he 
became hou se leader. As chair­ 
man of the Hou se Interstate 
Commerce committee, he led in 
the drafting of the bills, brou ght 
them to the hou se floor withou t 
the protection of any ironclad 
ru le that wou ld bar amend­ 
ments, 
and 
su pported 
them 
against all comers. 
The post of floor leader has 
necessarily giv en him the du ty 
of fighting in the last congress 
and in this one for gov ernment 
reorganization, for relief fu nds, 
for a wage-hou r law, and for all 
the other measu res that made u p 
the administration program. 
Bu t friends of Ray bu rn who 
know him best say he wou ld not 
hav e forrgtlt for th e * measu res 
if he had not believ ed in them 
himself; that thou gh he is a 
strong party man, he is not a 
“ru bber stamp” legislator. 
He 
has good words to say for Presi­ 
dential policies in priv ate, not 
alone on the hou se floor. 
It is this long su pport of Roos­ 
ev elt policies and his willingness 
to speak ou t when he disagrees 
that has held a place in White 
Hou se cou ncils for him. 
Ray bu rn has been a friend 
Vice President Gam er for a 
q u arter of a centu ry , in congress 
and ou t. He was G am er’s cam­ 
paign manager in 1932 when the 
then speaker of the hou se was 
being boomed for the Presidency . 
Ray bu rn was on the grou nd at 
Chicago for the conv ention ma­ 
neu v ers which named the ticket 
of Roosev elt and Garner. 
Nor hav e the present intra­ 
party 
differences altered 
his 
friendship with the Vice Presi­ 
dent. Their relations are on the 
same ev en, plainly worded basis 
they hav e alway s been. 
Ev ery Monday morning Gar­ 
ner and Ray bu rn, Speaker Bank­ 
head and Senator Barkley of 
Kentu cky , the senate leader, go 
to the White Hou se to talk ov er 
the legislativ e program with Mr.

CHECK BRIDGES ON 


SHIE HIGHWAYS III 
I FLOOD WATER AREAS 


Inspection of b ridges on state 
highway s in areas where flood 
conditions have prevailed during 
recent weeks, is now in progress 
to determine the ex tent of dam­ 
ages and necessary repairs, T. A. 
Dicus, chairman of the State 
Highway Commission, said today . 
Two b ridges were washed out 
recently when a numb er of 
streams were sent out of their 
b anks b y heavy rains; one on 
Road 39 north of Frankfort and 
the other on Road 55 b etween 
Newton and Wingate. Repairs 
have b een made on Road 39 and 
this road is again open to traf­ 
fic and plans are b eing made for 
the use of a temporary structure 
on Road 55 to serve traffic until 
a new b ridge can b e b uilt. 
Preliminary reports from field 
engineers indicate that thous­ 
ands of dollars of damage result­ 
ed from the flood conditions this 
y ear. In some places shoulders 
were washed out, pavement was 
partially undermined, fills and 
cuts were eroded and b ridges 
were 
weakened 
b y 
washing 
against 
the 
approaches 
and 
ab etm ents. 
The survey now in progress 
will determine the ex act nature 
of the damage, the repairs neces­ 
sary and slteps to b e taken to pre­ 
vent recurrence of the damage. 
This survey is a part of check­ 
up of structures on the state 
highway sy stem to determine 
their condition and their ab ility 
to withstand the traffic loads 
which they carry ..
